COWPER. 

There is a field, through which I often pass.

The Cafe's of this description arc, perhaps, the greatest luxury that a 
stranger finds in Damascus. Gardens, Mosques, fountains, ami groves 
are abundant around every Eastern capital : but Cafes on the very 
bosom of a rapid river, and bathed by its waves, are peculiar to this 
ancient city : they are formed so as to exclude the rays of the sun, 
while they admit the breeze ; the light roof is supported by slender 
rows of pillars, and the building is quite open on every side. A few 
of these houses arc situated in the skirts of the town, on one of the 
streams, where the eye rests on the luxuriant vegetation of garden and 
wood : others are in the heart of the city : a flight of steps conducts 
to them from the sultry street, and it is delightful to pass in a few 
moments from the noisy, shadeless thoroughfare, where you see only 
mean gateways and the gable ends of edifices, to a cool, grateful, calm 
place of rest and refreshment, where you can muse and meditate in ease 
and luxury, and feel at every moment the rich breeze of the river. In 
two or three instances, a light wooden bridge leads to the platform, 
close to which, and almost out of it, one or two large and noble trees 
lift the canopy of their spreading branches and leaves, more welcome 
at noon-day than the roofs of fretted gold in the 'Arabian Nights.' The 
high pavilion roof and the pillars are all constructed of wood : the floor 
is of wood and sometimes of earth, and is regularly watered, and raised 
onlv a few inches above the level of the stream, which rushes bv at the 
feet of the customer which it almost bathes, as he sips his coffee or 
sherbet. Innumerable small seats cover the floor, and you take one of 
these, and place it in the position you like best. Perhaps you wish to 
sit apart from the crowd, just under the shadow of the tree, or in some 
favorite corner, where you can smoke, and contemplate the motley guests 
formed into calm and solemn groups, who wish to hold no communion 
with the Giaour. There is ample food here for the observer of charac- 
ter, costume, and pretension : the tradesman, the mechanic, the soldier, 
the gentleman, the dandy, the grave old man, looking wise on the |>ast 
and dimly on the future : the hadge, in his green turban, vain of his 
journey to Mecca, and drawing a long bow in his tales ami adventures : 
the long straight pipe, the hookah with its soft curling: tube and glass

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TYPOORAPHIA. 

It has been justly remarked, that if the books of Lu- 
ther had been multiplied only by the slow process 
of the hand-writing, they must have been few, and 
would have been easily suppressed by the combination 
of wealth and power : but, poured forth in abundance 
from the press, they spread over the land with the ra- 
pidity of an inundation, which acquires additional force 
from the efforts used to obstruct its progress. He 
who undertook to prevent the dispersion of the books 
once issued from the press, attempted a task no less 
arduous than the destruction of the hydra. Resistance 
was vain, and religion was reformed: and we, who are 
chiefly interested in this happy revolution, must re- 
member, amidst the praises bestowed on Luther, that 
his endeavours had been ineffectual unassisted by the 

invention of Faustus. How greatly the cause of re 

ligiou has been promoted by the art, must appear when 
it is considered, that it has placed those sacred books 
in the hand of every individual, which, besides that 
they were once locked up in a dead language, and 
could not be procured without great difficulty. The 
numerous comments on them of every kind, which 
tend to promote piety, and to form the Christian phi- 
losopher, would probably never have been composed, 
and certainly would not have extended their benefi- 
cial influence, if typography had still been unknown. 
By that art, the light, which is to illuminate a dark 
world, has been placed in a situation more advantage- 
ous to the emission of its rays: but if it has been the 
means of illustrating the doctrines, aud enforcing the 
practice of religion, it has also, particularly iu the 
present age, struck at the root of piety and moral vir- 
tue, by propagating opinions favourable to the sceptic 
and voluptuary. It has enabled modern authors wan- 
tonly to gratify their avarice, their vanity, and their 
misanthropy, in disseminating novel systems subver- 
sive of the dignity and happiness of human nature: 
but though the perversion of the art is lamentably re- 
markable in those volumes which issue, with offensive 
profusion, from the vain, the wicked, and the hungry 
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and several |H*rsons among wliom were the Earl of 
Arran and Sir Robert Hamilton, were immediately put 
under arrest. A mutiny and revolt began also in the 
army; but it was soon checked by the vigorous mea- 
sures of the government. Attempts were made to place 
all the protectant subjects of the realm on the same ba- 



sacramcntal test, but this measure was rejected by the 
house of lords. An act enlarging the liberties of the 
dissenters was however passed with the decided appro- 
bation of the king, and this greatly tended to allay irri- 
tation and conciliate the affections of u large body of 
the people, without any infraction of the rights and 
privileges of the episcopalians. All further attempts 
of the king on behalf of his dissenting subjects were 
thwarted, and considerable restrictions placed upon the 
expenditure of the public money. Discontent continued 
to prevail to a great extent between the wliigs and 
tories, for the settlement of which a bill of indemnity 
in favor of the enemies of the revolution was brought 



tcrmined to keep their opponents under the terror of 
punishment for their opposition to the late settlement. 
A bill for the settlement of the succession was also 
stayed in its progress, partly by the combination of the 
opposite |wrties, the hereditary royalists and the re- 
publicans, and partly by the birth of a son to the prin- 
cess Anne, which, for the present dissipated the fears 
of a |K>pish successor to the crown. 

While these domestic affairs occupied the attention 
of the government, the king pressed upon them the si- 
tuation of the Dutch, and prn[>oumlcd his great and 
favorite measure of a confederacy against France. The 
sup|»>rt which France had afforded to the exiled king 
in his invasion of Ireland contributed to recommend the 
measure to the parliament and the nation, and war was 
at one* declared, with the promise of effectual assis- 
tance by the house of commons. 

While those measures were being taken by the Eng- 
lish parliament, Scotland was called to consider the 
propriety of acknowledging the new sovereign. But 
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the persons officiating, and the numerous bystanders, 
presented altogether a motley and most extraordinary 
group : priests in rich sacerdotal vestments, friars of 
various orders, Franciscan, Benedictine, Dominican, 
and others, many of whose portly persons and ruddy 
countenances belied the austerity of their profession ; 
men dressed up as nuns, with black veils and masks, 
selling little waxen images of the Virgin; women of 
all classes, appropriately dressed in the costume of 
the country ; some with shawls and hats, others with 
the showy saya and black silk manto, so put on as 
carefully to conceal the face and expose the person ; 
blacks and mulattoes, male and female, and Indians, 
whose squalid hideous features bore no resemblance 
to the pictures which imagination is wont to ilraw of 
their ancestors, " the gentle children of the Sun ; " 
loaded mules and asses, with their attendant peons, 
just arrived from the port ; country Creoles of both 
sexes on horseback, mounted and equipped, male and 
female both alike; carriages here termed valennins, 
made and painted in the Spanish fashion, and filled 
with smartly-dressed ladies, whose black servants and 
postilions were bedecked in the most tawdry liveries ; 
cavaliers of all nations, and Patriot Officers in gay uni- 
forms, some on foot, courting the attention of the fair 
beholders, other showing off the paces of their pran- 
cing steeds; venders of ice and ehielia, a favourite 
Peruvian drink ; beggars imploring alms in the name 
of the Virgin and idl the saints of the Romish calen- 
dar; these and other innumerable objects, during the 
time of the procession, and for some hours afterwards, 
all contributed to enliven and diversify the scene. 
Still the bustle gave no interruption to the devotional 
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The exceedingly ingenious invention of printing with 
metal types, on paper, was first brought to light in Ger- 
many, — a country lying near the heart of the continent of 
Europe, and most remarkable in the history of mankind 
for having furnished not only this, but some other very 
important improvements in the mechanical arts. Until 
this invention took place, in the course of the fifteenth 
century, no nation in the world possessed a distinct know- 
ledge of its neighbour, or was even acquainted with its 
own interrud properties. All communications had to lie 
effected by means of writing, or by special messengers, 
and the knowledge gleaned by one generation ran always 
a risk of being lost to those which came after it, for want 
of a permanent medium of communication. 

" To investigate properly, the origin of printing," says 
Hansard, " it is necessary to carry our research to a pe- 
riod far more remote than that at which the art became 
applicable to the making of books. The early inhabitants 
of the earth would naturally desire to perpetuate their use- 
ful discoveries, as well as the important events of their 
time ; and it may be therefore fairly presumed, that they 
had some mode of communicating their ideas to succeeding 
generations before the invention of an alphabet." 

The scanty traditions received concerning the antediluvi- 
ans, do not enabk- us to come to any determination relative 
to their proficiency in communicating the transactions of 
their time ; whether, therefore, they employed stamps of 
any kind, or had any meanswhatevcr of transmitting know- 
ledge except by oral tradition, we have neither history nor 
relics to inform us. But that period which immediately 
followed the deluge, and which some clmmologers have 
termed the Second Age of the world, affords convincing

political power is that power, which every man in the state 
of nature, has given up into the hands of the society, and 
, therein to the governors, whom the society hath set over 
itself, with this express or tacit trust — that it shall l>c em- 
ployed for their good, and the preservation of their proper- 
ty. Now this power, which every man has in the state of 
nature, and which he |>arts with to the society, in all such 
cases, where the society can secure him, is to use such 
means, for the preserving of his own property, as he thinks 
good, and nature allows him: and to punish the breach of 
the law of nature in others, so as, according to the best of 
his reason, may most conduce to the preservation of him- 
self, and the rest of mankind. So that the end and mea- 
sure of this power, when in every man's hands in the state 
of nature, being the preservation of all of his society: that 
is, all mankind in general; it can have no other end or 
measure, when in the hands of the magistrate, but to pre- 
serve the memliers of that society in their lives, liberties, 
and possessions; and so cannot be an absolute arbitrary 
power over their lives and fortunes, which arc as much as 
possible to be preserved; but a power to make laws, and 
annex such jienalties to them, as may tend to the preser- 
vation of the whole, by cutting off those parts, and those 
only, which are so corrupt, that they threaten the sound 
and healthy; without which no severity is lawful. And 
this power has its original only from compact and agree- 
ment, and the mutual consent of those who make up the 
community. 

172. Thirdly, despotical power is an absolute, arbitrary 
|H)wcr one man has over another, to take away his life 
whenever he pleases, 'litis is a power which neither na- 
ture gives, for it has made no such distinction between one 
man and another; nor compact can convey, for man not 
having such an arbitrary power over his own life, cannot 
give another man such a power over it; but it is the effect 
only of forfeiture, which the aggressor makes of his own 
life, when he put himself into a state of war with another. 
For having quitted reason, which God hath given to be the 
rule betwixt man and man, and the common bond whereby 
human kind is united into one fellowship and society ; and 
having renounced the way of peace which that teaches, and 
made use of the force of war, to compass his just ends upon 
another, where he has no right; and so revolting from his 
own kind to that of beasts, by making force, which is theirs, 
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Met. O ! then, 1 sec, queen Mab hath Iwen with you. 
She is the fairieit* midwife ; and she comes 
In shape no bigger than an agat-stouc 
On the fore-finger of an alderman. 
Drawn with a team of little atomies 
Athwart men's noses as they lie asleep : 
Her waggon-spokes made of long spinners' legs ; 
The cover, of tlie wings of grashoppers ; 
The traces, of the smallest spider's web ; 
The collars, of the moonshine's wat'ry beams : 
Her whip, of cricket's bone; the huh, of film: 
Her waggoner, a small grey-coated gnat. 
Not half so big a* n round little worm 
Prick'd from the lazy finger of a maid : 
Her chariot is an empty hazel-nut. 
Made by the joiner squirrel, or old grub. 
Time out of mind the fairies' conch-maker*. 
And in this state she galloon night by night 
'I"h rough lorcrs' brains, and then they dream of lore: 
On courtiers' knees, that dreuni on court'sics straight : 
O'er lawyers' lingers, who straight dream on fees : 
O'er ladies' lips, who straight on kisses dream ; 
Which oft the angry Mab with blisters plagues, 
Because their breaths with sweet-meats tainted are. 
•Sometimes she gallops o'er a courtier's nose, 
And then dreams he of smelling out a suit : 
And sometimes comes she with a tithe-pig's tail. 
Tickling a parson's nose ;is 'a lies asleep. 
Then dreams he of another benefice : 
Sometime she driveth o'er a soldier's neck, 
And then dreams he of cutting foreign throats, 
Of breaches, ambusoadoes, Spanish bludes, 
Of healths five fathom deep ; and then anon 
Drums in his ear ; at which he starts, and wakes ; 
And, being thus frighted, swears a prayer or two, 
And sleeps again. This is that very Mab, 
That plats the manes of horses in the night ; 
And bakes the elf-locks in foul sluttish hairs, 
Which, once untangled, much misfortune bodes. 
This is the hag, when maids lie on their backs, 
That presses them, and learns them first to bear, 
Making them women of good carriage. 
This is she— 
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when lie proceeded to Bengal, being appointed bv tlie Com- 
pany Ui the government of that presidency with unlimited 
powers. The affairs of the Company were at this juncture in 
a state of great confusion. Under Lord dive's management 
from 1765 to 1 761 the revenues of Bengal had fallen below 
the public expenditure, and yet the Company were increasing 
their dividends. It mar appear inconceivable how the Com- 
pany could be precipitated, in the short period which elapsed 
since the year 1765.. from the height of prosperity to a state 
of embarrassment bordering upon ruin, but a transient review 
of the principal causes will explain the paradox. "Soon after 
the treaty concluded bv Clive at F.libad, pernicious monojxi- 
lics were established by the Company's sen-ants in all the 
newly acquired provinces; and as if the exclusive purchase 
and sale of every article of general consumption in India was 
not sufficient to satisfy their avarice, the presidency of C«l-

declare void at once all the leases held 'under the gove 
on very low terms bv the zemindars and polygars, who 
stitute the great landed interest of the country. The pretext 
for this was, that many of these leases had Ih-cii collusively 
obtained; and it was' said, that impartiality required they 
should be now relet, without distinction, to the highest bidder. 
By these means the natives were impoverished; immense for- 
tunes were made by their oppressors; but the aggregate re- 
ceipts of the Company's treasury alarmingly decreased. As 
the opulence of Bengal, however great, depended solely upon 
the labour and industry of the people, — upon commerce, ma- 
nufactures, and agriculture, — it is evident that these could not 
long flourish under the baneful influence of rapacity. The 
governing rule of trade pursued by the Company's servants 
was to reduce to the lowest extreme of depression the price 
in the purchase, and to enhance it in the same extravagant 
degree in the sale. This discouraged the artisan and manu- 
facturer from going to work, and others from buying any 
thine but what was of absolute necessity. The situation of 
the farmers and husbandmen was still more hopeless: they 
planted in doubt, and reaped in uncertainty. A large propor- 
tion of the land was of course left untilletl; and this co-ope- 
rating with a drought in the vear \'fiO, occasioned a great 
scarcity of provisions, — particularly of rice, the great staple of 
Indian sustenance. It was also said that some of the mono- 
polists bad exerted their power and their foresight in collect- 
ing the scanty supplies into stores; so that the poor Gentoos 
bad no alternative left them hut to part with the small remains 
of their property, or to perish with hunger. It is certain that 
a dreadful famine, and the plague— its usual 
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have aw arded to Otway a much higher rank n» a dramatist 
than his merits can fairly challenge. It is true enough that 
nothing has been produced since his time at all eijual to 
' Venice Preserved, hut if he he compared with his prede- 
cessors of the Elizabethan age, he is lost in the magnitude of 
his rivals. His comedies cannot be allowed the merit of su- 
periority even over those of the present day. They are com- 
pounds of the most brutal obscenity and intolerable stupidity, 
without a s|iark of genius to gild their shame, a single trail 
of virtue to contrast with their vice, or even a tliin mantle of 
retirement to conceal their deformity. They are productions 
which would have disgraced anv age. Have that in which the 
formal gravity of the court of Charles the First, and the aus- 
tere religion of the puritans, were alike washed away by the 

}>oisouous inundation of foreign manners, foreign impiety, and 
orcign debauchery, which overspread the land on Charles the 
Second's unhappy restoration. For Buch an age thev were 
well suited, or indeed for any age in which obscenity can 
make a wit, or clever villany a gentleman. His tragedies, 
however, are productions of a different stamp. Not that the 
inculcation of virtue by either precept or example is any 
where much attended to, hut his dramatis-persona.- are in ge- 
neral respectable, and their language decent, while the talent 
displayed is of a vastly superior description to any thing he 
has left us in the comic line. His characters are not often 
drawn with any singular felicity, — the laws of the drama are 
nowhere strictly regarded. — his lunguugc is seldom polished 
or select, — no folly thought, or playful fancy, or high imagi- 
nation, beams forth from his page "to dazzle or delight, — we 
see none of the learning of a scholar, or the refinement of a 
man of taste,— yet his tragedies, especially on the first jM-ru- 
sal, excite a deep ami oftentimes u long-remembered interest. 
Dryden and Addison have agreed in ascribing this interest to 
the power which Otway jxissesses of exciting the missions 
but neither of them have explained the method by which this 
is effected. I'crhaiw the secret of it may be, that when Otway 
has succeeded in bringing his heroes into situations of the 
most overwhelming interest, instead of endowing them with 
lofty thoughts and lofty language, as Kit Marlowe, Shakspeure. 
or Beaumont and Fletcher would have done, he has put into 
their mouths just such ideas and expressions aa persons of 
ordinary mind would naturally and appropriately employ, and 
has thereby come home to the hosoms of the great majority 
of his readers, w ho w ould rind themselves lost in the vast in- 
tellect of a Hamlet. 'Die concluding scene of "'Hon Carlos," 
and nearly the whole of the 'Orphan,' are strong instances in 
proof. Mrs. Barry used to say that she could never pn>- 
; the words'" Ah! poor Oastalio;" in his character of 
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Education doe* not mean merely reading and writiug, nor 
any degree, however considerable, of mere intellectual in- 
struction. It is, ill it* largest sense, a process which extends 
from the commencement to the termination of existence. 
A child conies into the world, and at once his education 
begins. Often at hit; birth the Heedsf of disease or deformity 
are sown in lib constitution; and while he hang* at his mo- 
ther's breast, he is imbibing impressions which will remain 
with him through life. During the first period of infancy, 
the physical frame expands and strengthens; but its delicate 
structure is influenced for good or evil by all surrounding 
circumstances, — cleaidincss, light, air, food, warmth. By 
and by, the young being within shows itself more. The 
senses become quicker. The desires and affections assume 
a more definite shape. Every object which gives a sensa- 
tion, ever) - desire gratified or denied, even' ait, won), or look 
of affection or of unkindiicss, has its effect, sometimes slight 
and imperceptible, sometimes obvious and permanent, in 
building up the human being ; or rather, in determining the 
direction in which it nill shoot up and unfold itself. Through 
the different states of the infant, the child, the boy, the 
youth, the man, the development of his physical, intellectual, 
and moral nature goes on, the various circumstances of his 
condition incessantly acting upon him — the healthfulneft* 
or unhcalthfulucss of the air he breaths ; the kind, and the 
sufficient of his food and cloathlng; the degree in which 
his physical |wwers are exerted ; the freedom with which 
his senses are allowed or encouraged to exercise themselves 
upon external objects; the extent to which his faculties of 
remembering, comparing, reasoning, arc tasked; the sounds 
and sights of home, the moral example of parents; the dis- 
cipline of school ; the nature and degree of his studies, re- 
wards, and punishments; the personal ipialities of his compa- 
nions; the opinions and the practices of the society, juvenile 
and advanced, in which he mini's; and the character of the 
public institutions under which he lives. The succi-ssive 
operation of all these circumstances upon a human being 
from earliest childhood, constitutes his education; an educa- 
tion which does not terminate with the arrival of manhood, 
but continues through life — which is itself, upon the concur 
rent testimony of revelation and reason, a state of probation 
or education fur a subsequent and more glorious existeni'c. 
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Tin wc who stay in Loiiclun are about as little able tit describe 
its nature as a whole, as the stranger who pays it a passing visit. 
An entire lifetime spent in it leaves Mill much more to learn 
than in already learnt of it. Thus it is an enigma— a mystery 
even to those who have been born and bred in it. 

This extraordinary indctinitcness of character of Ixmdon — we 
apeak of il in the most extended sense — ■rises from its immensely 
large site. Every time we visit it, its extent seems to be greater. 
Its hugeness grows upon a person. It expands on an acquain- 
tanceship. Nobody is able to tell, even by measurement, where 
are the boundaries of London. It is utterly impossible to say 
where it begins or ends. Topographers describe it as measuring 
about eight miles in length by five or six in breadth, with three- 
fourths of its bulk lying on the northern side of the Thames. 
It would be more consistent with accuracy to say, that, length- 
wise from cast to west, along the course of the river, there is a 
continuous series of houses, streets, building* of various descrip- 
tions, here and there interrupted with gardens or small open 
spaces, for a distance of at least twenty miles. According to 
our conceptions, the town begins at Greenwich and terminates 
at Richmond. Its extent from its northern to its southern verge 
is less definable. On entering the exterior and several miles 
from the centre, neat small brick houses, detached from each 
other, in the villa style, first make their appearance; these are 
succeeded by clumps of the same kind of houses, forming "ter- 
races" and "places;" next follow rows of dwellings on both 
sides of the way, so as to constitute streets ; now we have a 
handsomely built set of alma-honses, belonging most likely to 
sonic corporation ; and then comes a thickly peopled clump of 
streets, with hack lanes, and a ft&shv public-bouse, the rendezvous 
of some half-dozen stages and omnibusses. Lastly, we have 
the streets on and on without interruption ; the foot passengers 
on the side lire now more numerous, and every minute thicken 
iix von proceed ; stone pavements take the place of the rougher 
pathways; all is sutistautial hustle; and you know you are in 
Ixmdon. Thus it is un any side of the metropolis: which was 
the first house as you entered, which the last on leaving, you 
ennnot settle in your mind; the people in the houses do not 
know themselves. 

It is this uninaN'hahlc vaatness of Ismdon that divests it of 
the usual characteristics of a town. It is clear there can exist 
no general sympathy, or unity of feeling or purpose, in such a 
place. The people cannot possibly know each other, and from 
the nature of things they cannot care for each other. What do 
the inhabitants of the northern environs of the town know of 
tbo«e in the south, or those of the west care for those of the 
east'f Nothing. They arc all strangers to one another; they 
are all like different race* or nations. True, every body knows 
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"Salem, Massachusetts, is a remarkable place. It has n 
population of 14,000, and more wealth in proportion to it» 
population than perhaps any town in the world. Its commerce 
in speculative, but vast and successful. It is a frequent cir- 
cumstance that n ship goes out without a cargo, for a voyage 
round the world. In such a case the captain puts his elder 
children to school, takes his wife aud younger children, and 
starts for some semi-barbarous place, where he procures some 
odd kind of cargo, which he exchanges with advantage for 
another, somewhere else ; and so goes trafficking round the 
world, bringing home a freight of the highest value. 

The enterprising merchants of Salem are hoping to appro- 
priate a large share of the whale fishery, and their ships are 
penetrating the northern ice. They are favourite customers 
in the Russian porta, and are familiar with the Swedish aud 
Norwegian coasts. They have nearly as much commerce with 
Bremen as with Liverpool. They speak of Paynl and the 
other Acores as if they were close at hand. The fruits of the 
Mediterranean countries are on even' table. They have a 
large acquaintance at Cairo. They know Napoleon's grave 
at St. Helena, and have wild tales to tell of Mozambique and 
Madagascar, and store of ivorv to shew from thence. Thev 
speak of the power of the king of Muscat, and arc sensible of 
the riches of the south-east coast of Arabia. It entered some 
wise person's head, a few seasons ago, to export ice to India. 
The loss, by melting of the first cargo, was one fourth. The 
rest was sold at six rents, per pound. When the value of this 
new import became known, it was in great request, and the 
latter sides have been almost instantaneous, at ten cents per 
pound : so that it is now a good speculation to send ice 12,000 
miles to supersede saltpetre in cooling sherbet. The young 
ladies of America have rare sheila from Ccvlon in their cabi- 
nets ; and their drawing-rooms are decked with Chinese 
copies of English prints. 1 was amused with two; the scene 
of Hero swooning in the church, from ' Much Ado about 
Nothing,' and Shakspcare between Tragedy and Comedy. 
The faces of Comcdv and of Beatrice from the hands of Cln- 
uesc ! 1 should uot have found out the place of their second 
birth but for a piece of unfortunate foreshortening in each. 
I observed to a fricud, one day, upon the beauty of all the 
new cordage that met my eye, silky and bright. 11c told me 
that it was made of Manilla hemp', of the value of which the 
Hritisli seem to be unaware, though it has been introduced 
into England. He mentioned that he had been the first im- 
porter of it. Eight years before *i00 bales per Milium were 
imported ; now, 20,000. The merchants doubt whether Aus- 
tralia will be able to surmount the disadvantage of a deficiency 
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Unfit as ("owner was, from extreme diffidence, to advance in tlie 
profewian of the law, hi* family interest procured Idin a situation 
which seemed not ill adapted to gratify his very moderate amhttion, 
while it did not much interfere with hb. reluctance to public life. In 
his thirty-fourth year he wan nominated to the offices of raiding cleric 
and rlerk of the private committer* of the House of Lords. But in 
thU arrangement his friends were disappointed. It presented the 
formidable ilanger uf reading hi public, wbirli he thought was as near- 
ly aa bad aa speaking in public ; hi* natural modesty, thrrefore, and, 
we inny add, his immaidy diffidence, moiled at the thouglit, and he 
resigned the office. Ou this his friends procured him the place of 
cleric uf the journal* of the House of lairds, the ninsenoeiice of which 
ie thus related by Mr. Hayley: — " It wan hoped, from tlie change of 
hi* station, that his pemrnal ajipenrancc In parliament might not lie 
required: but a parliamentary dispute made it iiecwwary fur him to 
appear at the bar of the House uf l/orris, to entitle liirusclf publicly 
to the office." Speaking of thin important incident in a •ketch, which 
he once funned himself, of jkasaages In Ida early Life, he expresses 
what he endured at the tune hi these remarkable word*:— "They, 
whoae spirits are formed like mine, hi whom a public exhibition of 
themselves is mortal |wtsoii, may hare aomc idea uf the horror* of 
■ny situation: other* can have none." — His terrors ou this occasion 
roue to such an aatoukshing height, that they utterly overwhelmed hw 
reason ; fur although he had eudearoured to prepare himself for his 
public duty, by attending closely at the office for several months, to 
examine tlie parliamentary journals, his application waa rendered use- 
less by tliat excess of diffidence, whit* made him conceive, tlial what- 
ever knowledge he might previously acquire, it would all forsake him 
at the bar of the House, TJiia diatresaing apprehensiun inereaaed to 
»uch a degree aa tlie time for bis appearance approached, that wlicn 
the day so anxiously dreaded arrived, he was unable to make the ex- 
periment. 

It must, we think, he evident to all, that either from his natural 
weakness. In early life, his Indulgence In those habits of seclusion which 
unfitted him for the society of has fellow-men, or from a train of mor- 
bid thoughts having taken possession of hla faculties, that he waa at 
this lime labouring under hy|K>choiidria in its worst form; and tint 
snch waa the opinions of his friends, may lie gathered from the fact 
of theic pbiring htm under the care of Pr. Cotton, tlie eminent phy- 
sician at St. Albans, in whose house be resided, from December, 
1 7*3. to July, 1/64. His disease, in truth, let his biographers dis- 
guUe it as they may, waa that species of Insanity arising from religious 
melancholy. Tlie attention, however, he received during hia stay with 
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Theology ho* lM*en comprehensively and appropriately defined 
by our immortal Hooker, "'Die knowledge of thing* iliviti*'." 
Tin- question, therefore. whether this ought to constitute a part, 
a primary and fundamental part of the education of youth, re- 
solves itaelf into another, Hate thing* divine any real "existence, 
or rather, are then- sufficient ground* for believing that they ex- 
ist ' This question being once decided in tlir affirmative, there 
ran be no difficulty in proving, nor any hesitation in admitting, 
that of all knowledge that ran be obtained, the knowledge of 
Theology is the m»l excellent, the mo»t essential, and therefore 
the most desirable. For though many have objected to the study 
of Divinity, that the things of which it treats liave no actual, or 
at leant, no demonstrable existence, none can deny, that if these 
things arc ooee admitted, onre demonstrated to exist, an ac- 
quaintance with them a* far transcend* in importance all other 
knowledge, a* the value of the mortal, perishing body is ex- 
ceeded by that of the immortal and imperishable soul ' 

The object, thru, mainly contemplated in a eonrne of lectures 
on Divinity, must be to prove that these things do exist — that 
their etUtenec is in mo*t respects conformable to reason, in none 
contrary to it ; that, however in particular instances they pas* 
bevond the utmost range of human investigation, the opposite 
hypothesis is always highly iniproliahlc, and most frequently 
altogether contradictory. It must l>e shown, tliat where the tes- 
timony of experience is precluded by the very nature of the case, 
as in questions which relate to the abstract perfections of the 
Divine Essence, there i* yet all the evidence which can be afforded 
from analogy, from cuitipnrisnn, from the series of ccunbined and 
connectrd propositions, which liave been already demonstrated ; 
ami therefore, that the difficulties in which some subjects are in- 
volved, are to be attributed to the limited extent of our intellec- 
tual capacity, the circumscribed operation of our reasoning powers. 
Hence, considering that the majority of those whu will come hither 
for instruction are destined for the pursuits and professions of 
seeular life, we must endeavour to furnish the -tuileut with those 
plaiu and popular arguments which may be adduced on every- oc- 
casion ; which, like weapon* that are carried about the person, 
can he wicldrd »t the very moment of attack ; which being thus 
constantly accessible, ami prepared for instant service, are in re- 
ality more useful tlian the ponderous and unwieldy engine, which, 
with a thousand time* the impulsive force, cannot Is? moved from 
its position without combined and repeated exertion, A word in 
season may be more beneficial to the individual himself, or to 
others, than whole volumes written in the seclusion of the closet, 
and even honoured by the approving siiHrages of the Christian 
world ! 

A system of Christian Theology, to be complete, should embraer 
not only the Doctrine*, hut the 'Duties, both of Natural anil Re- 
vealed Religion. In a course of Urliires, however, which must 
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It i» probable that whatever aseembUes exercising the functjun 
of legislation existed among the Saxons nad the othrr northern 
nation*, they were, in their first conception, merely courts erf 
justice , or at least Wl been established and had originally met 
chiefly for Die aduiitiiatraliun of the laws. Tin- institution uf a 
kgislative or law-making body is an idea to far from being ob- 
vious or natural to an early state of society, that it is opposed to 
the whole politicid system and notion" of national government 
whirl) then prevail. Every people ha* received iU first laws either 
from what it has believed to be the authority of heaven itself, ur 
from some other authority which it has felt nearly as little dispo- 
sition to disobey or question. For a long period the laws thus 
received are held to lx' something sacred, and nobodv thinks of 
abolishing ur altering them, any more than he would think uf 
attempting the amendment of the laws uf nature. Even when 
circumstances at length force on innovations, the change of the 
law is the last change that takes place. It does not precede and 
prescribe the new practice, Irat only, reluctantly a* it were, follows 
dim! Miiu'tions it. In this way is "slowly pnxli'ircd in the general 
mind the first notion of the |Kw*ihflity of mending the uld lawa ur 
making new odcs — the first conception uf legislation. And even 
after the first exercise of the power has been thus brought about, 
the net of Irgisbition is for a lung time only timidly and sparingly 
indulged in ; there is still something of a superstitious aversion to 
it. lis if it were u proceeding interdicted by religion or by nature: 
only the roost pressing necessity is held, and scarcely held, to 
justify it ; the form of the old law is often retained after its spirit 
has been dc|airtcd from ; even a new law is made to wear as iiiurh 
a; |«)"-ible the appearance uf an old law revived. In short, in 
every way the bearing of the legislation is towards the conserva- 
tion rather than the improvement of the law ; it affects to be not 
law- making but onlv Inw-dccbiring, 

TliU character is traceable nearlv throughout the whole course 
of English legislation, and in the earlier periods especially is very 
strongly marked. " The legislative power of the Court of Par- 
liament," says a writer who has investigated this subject with 
great learning and ability, " was exercised unconsciously, because 
it resulted frnm the remedial power. Complaints arose of viola- 
tion.- uf Die law. of neglect of the law. The monarch promtM-d to 
forbid the abuse ; and further remedies were provided in defence 



ciplcs of justice and equity received a new and more solemn 
nuH'tion. Remedial and dcrliirutnry statutes Dius succeeded to 
older remediid and declaratory statutes. Yet ParUament, echoing 
the sentiments, if not the words, uf tlve Barons of Merton. scarcely 
ever intended to introduce a new law, to enact a new statute," 

Tlicre can Ik- little doubt that the Saxon Witcnagctnot was the 
root from which has sprung our modern English Parliament, and 
nearly as little that the Wilciuigeinot was in its original conception

'five lute Karl Stanhope, when he invented the Printing- Press 
which will bear his nunc to posterity, coupled with his object 
an idea of inking the forme on the press by means of a revolv 
ing cylinder; and in jmrsuit of this plan, spared no expense in 
endeavouring to find a »ul»t»n«e with which to cover his n.l 
lers. He liad the skins of every animal which he thought likely 
to answer the purpose, dressed by every possible process ; and 
tried many other substances, as cloth, sdk, Ike. without success, 
'ITic necessary sriun ilown the whole length of the roller was 
the first impediment; and next the impossibility of keeping any 
skin or substance then known, always so soft and pliable as to 
receive the ink with an even coat, and communicate the same 
to the forme with the regularity required. All the presses of 
his early construction had, at each end of the table, a raised 
Hunch, type high, fur the |>urpo»c uf applying his rollers ; but 
the obstacles interposed by nature herself totally baffled and 
defeated his lordship's plans in Hub res]>ect.

by Lord Stanhope, and which had also been hinted at 
by Mr. Nicholson, of colouring or inking the forme at press by 
mcRns of cylinders, is far from being new, Papillion's work on 
cngruving, to which I have already referred, gives detailed par 
titulars, elucidated by engravings, of rollers for inking : and al 
though by him mentioned incidentally in his treatise on wood 
cut PBiMTiKG. yet, if applicable to that branch of art, it is clear 
it might have been easily convertible to all Utler-prets work. 
All that I-ord Stanhope so anxiously desired, and which even 
his inventive and indefatigable |mwcrs could not surmount, was 
at length achieved by tbc mere chance observation of a process 
in the Staffordshire potteries, in which they use what an- there 
called dahhers. These went formed nf a composition which 
appeared to possess every requisite for holding and distributing 
the auk. imparting it equally over the forme, and being easily 
kept clean, soft, and pliable. Mr. Forstcr, an ingenious prin 
ter, then in the employ of Mr. 8. Hamilton, at the bookseller's 
office, at Weybridge, was the first who applied it to lctter-|iress 
printing, by spreading it, in a melted state, upon coarse canvas ; 
and making balls, in all other respects in the usual manner. 
The inventors of printing machinery soon caught die idea, and 
by running the composition as a coat iqwn wooden cylinders, 
produced the apparatus so long and unsuccessfully sought by 
Lord Stanhojie. and without which, no machine printing would 
ever have succeeded. Messrs. Applcguth and ('owper used it 
for the rollers, united with their table and apparatus hereafter to 
be described, with intent to secure it to themselves by patent. 
But. as no patent would hold good for a compound known long 
liefore. with the mere addition of a cylinder . and a substitute 
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We are apt to assume (Intl the hearing of evidence is the luitural 
HHxit- «>f Irving a cause, ami the earliest (hat would In- adnplcil. 
But the scif ncc of evidence, Imth iu law aud in all other depart- 
ments of inquiry where we have to do with mere probabilities, is 
late in springing up, and long in being brought to perfection. 
The science of mathematical dc/monst ration, when- there is little 
complexity and no uncertainty, may be early cultivated and per- 
fected ; but not so that of the evidence cither of human testi- 
niony or of any description of what we may call merely indicative 
farts. TJie ancient Greeks and Itomans, with all their cultiva- 
tion, serin to have luul no distinct notion* on the subject of 
evidence in any depurtirirnt either of physical or of moral inquiry. 
They philosophised, indeed, eloquently and ingeniously both in 
morals mid in physics, but just as frequently without as with any 
regard to the facts bearing upon the question. In historical in- 
quiries, it i« only in modern, and it may he said in very recent 
limes, that the science of evidence has been at all applied ; the 
ancients do not seem to have dreamed of such a thing ; and 
among ourselves, down to the seventeenth century, it was equally 
unheard of and nnthought of. Camtlcu was perhaps the first 
English writer in this department who doubted anything that had 
been asserted bv his predecessors ; all our older chronicles took 
in each the u bole of wlutt luul been toUl bv those who had gnitr 
before him, as unresistingly as one sheet of paper after auntber, in 
the process of printing, takes the impression of the types on 
which it is spread. ]/wk at the boundless crcdulitv of the nu- 
merous copiers of tlw fables .if Geoffrey of Miitnmmtli and Bishop 
Hale, or of those of Forduu and lloyoe' among the Scottish writers 
down even to Buchanan aud Sir George Mackenzie, the latter of 
whom flourished at the time of the Hevolulhjn. And what was 
the inductive philosophv of Lord Haoon, but a dcvelopcmrnt of 
the science of cvidriicr iui applicable to phvsics : ^el it was 
wholly uew to the world little more than two centuries ago. Tlie 
science of evidence is a study as foreign to the wliole mental dis- 
positions and habits of men in an earlv state of societv. as it is to 
those of children. Roth equally demand certainty in all their 
ronclusious, and cannot endure cither to act or to believe merely 
upon a favourable balance upou probabilities. All their methods 
of investigation, therefore, aim at attaining this certaintv. A 
method which promises less is despised and rejected. llcncc 
anything else is preferred to the patient and impartial examiuatioti 
of facts anything that will produce an instant and complete 
iHVnvictioii, — asupiioscd sigu frum Heaven of anv kind, — some cir- 
cumstance impressive enough tooccupy the imagination and exclude 
every other view of the subject, — or even, when nothing better is 
to be had. mere authority and confident assertion. This is the 
time of inexperience and of reodv and abundant faith . The science 
of evidence is the offspring of doubt, as well as the parent of ra- 
tional belief and of truth. 
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That each sane individual |xmjh'*«c* all 
the faculties, though iu different degrees 
of endowment, a not uiore true than 
that, in thr faculties of every individual 
above the graite of idiocy, there u sum* 
degree of impwrahilitv, some capacity 
uf increased energy, iu the moral ajul in- 
tellectual powers, auil regulation iu the 
animal propensities, lit order that there 
may be lntpruveinetit, each and even' fa- 
culty mu«t be |»sitivcly exercised. Pre- 
ceptive instruction ii luitoriuusiy insuf- 
ficient to give mechanical nkill ; iu actual 
life it ia never relied on, but the »|i(«ra. 
lice-hand n, fur a course uf years, net to 
the work. The same |w*coev i» reqiured 
for tbe other t iharrving ami the reflecting 
faculties; they must Ibetnsehes work iu 
a long course of active jiraetice, to reap 
tlte reward uf talent. In tbe moral fa- 
culties, exercise is Dot leu essential. As 
well may we rent contented with vying 
to tbe destitute, tltc huligry , and tbe na- 
ked, "be yc elothcd and fed," without 
oaenng thr actual means, na to our mo- 
ral pupd, " be yc kind, and <«mpaaaiuuaie, 
awl generous, awl just, and true, and 
|woua, M without exercising them in tbcae 
gram, An ap|ircnticeabi|>, a king ap- 
|irrnrireabip In justice, and merry, and 
piety, iaaa essential to tlie nrartical exer- 
riar of these, a* it it to skill in handicraft 
trades. Tlie law of exercise ia of univcr- 
aal application. It ■• a fundamental law 
of nature, that all tlie rapacities of roan 
are enlarged and strengthened hy being 
u»cd. From the energy of a muscle, up 
to the highest faculty intellectual and 
moral, repeated exercise of tlie function 
■ncreasca its intensity. The efficiency of 
the blacksmith's right arm, and of thr 
philosopher's brain, tlcpcnda upon tlie 
suine law. Tlir buddy forcr, the sensca, 
the ubsrrritig anil reasoning faculties, the 
mural feelings, can only be improved br 
habitual exemsr. Custom, habit, skill, 
aitdn-aa, nay, virtue itself, are ail the fruits 
of exercise, ami come not without it. It 
is amatbig Imiw iuconsMleraldy this great 
troth is practically acU'd u|M>n in educa- 
tion. Iu use in moral training is a dis- 
covery of yesterday, and is yet recognised 
only to the most limited extent. Its ef- 
ficiency in intrUcetual intprovement is 
likewise only beginning to be understood. 
In short, it has only oren m thr capa- 
bilitHo of the hand and tire liniln, which 
nrresaity traebes rven tlie savage mnat 
he exercised to attain skill, that the taw 
of exercise has heen obeyed. 

It is another vital practical truth, form- 
ing a corollary to the last, that the exer- 



cise of one faculty will only improve that 
faculty, and is uot adapted to improve 
any other. Nothing hat more retarded 
education than ignorance ami disregard 
of this great principle. It would be as 
reasonable to attempt to sharpen the 
hearing Uy exercising tbe eyes, or the 
touch br smell, as to im|>rovc reflection 
by simple observation, or, either, by learn- 
ing languages i while all these way be 
carried to tbe utmost pitch of human 
attainment, and yet justice remain defec- 
tive, tlie heart cold and selfish, uiid the 
sentiment of piety almost mm-cxistcnt, 
The enls of the practical disbelief or ig- 
norance of this truth, which we find exist- 
ing in the most learned men, are only 
beginning to be sus|ierted. 

To enable tbe pupil to comprehend and 
art upim the pniM-i|i«e of tbe suiirvmucy 
of the moral seutiiuent* ami intellect, Ue 
must be early and habitually, as a point 
of kauwU-'dge, uuute ucuiiainled with tlie 
animal propensities, moral sentiments, 
and intellect, as ck-nicuts of his own na- 
ture i in other word*, he must know and 
tbstinguish the varVinu human faculties, 
with their rrhitive value, aiul their res- 
|»eetive objects. It is iu infancy that 
moral training or exercise must take 
plane. I hope to make this manifest. 

1st. A watchful observance and ma- 
nagement of tlie faculties, wltoae almse is 
violence and anger, should commence 
when tbe subject is yet m the cradle. 
Tlie utmost that can tlien be attempted 
it tbe ibvcraion of the infant from the 
frelings and thrir objects, and tlie avind- 
aiKt- uf all causes that excite theiu If 
thia be neglected, a bent is given, which 
it u roost difficult ever afterwards to set 
straight. 

2nd. The child, so managed hv hit 
nurse as to escape tbe first trials of* leni- 
|icr, should be introduced as curly at 
|mssib)e to Ilia fellows of the same age; 
the best time is wlteu be can just walk 
alone; fur it ia in the society of hia frl- 
lowa that the means of his moral training 
arc to he found. 

Unl. It ia as advantageous, nay, neces- 
sary, thai lus fellows shall be numerous, 
presenting a variety of dujiowtums, an 
actual wurld into which lie is introduced, 
a world of infant business, and infant in- 
tercourse, a miniature, and it ia so, of the 
adtdt work! itself. The i 
rather exceed fifty than fall 
of it.

The 
salt fuuud io these swings is simply a 
mineral impregnation. The water, in its 
course from the place where it cntrred 

encounters ami passes over some of those 
beds uf rock-salt which occur, aiuiihvt 
other dr|»sit». in the sedimentary strata 
of the earth's crust, i 
uf the old red. 

infusion of salt rrom these beds, it pro- 
reeds to the surface, where man has only 
to subject it to vaporisation in order to 
realise the substance with which it is 
charged. People residing in the centre of 
some (Treat continent, to whom salt would 
otherwise require to be carried front a 
distance, have thus all the advantages of 
a residence near the sea-coast, a* far as 

Salt springs abound in the central parts 
uf North America, particularly in Arkan- 
sas, Virginia, Ohio, and Kentucky, and 
also in IVnnsylvania and New York ; and. 
in all of these instances, they are taken 
advantage of for the manufacture of Bait 
by the usual process of boiling ami va- 
porising. In former times, the springs 
were cidled Salt Licks, from the tost herds 

used to proceed thither to lick the water, 
or mud which was impregnated with sa- 
line properties. Near the northern sources 
of the Arkansas river, the salt springs, by 
diffusing themselves nver the surface of 
the ground, ore dried up in the lower part*

The novelty 
and the hazard of the attempt meditated by the First, or 
Constituent Anrmhly, served rather, it is probable, to re- 
commend it to his daring temper j and the unfettered scope 
propnaed to he given to every kind of talents, was doubtless 
grntifym* to the feeling* of conscious but indignant genius. 
Burns foresaw not the mighty niin that was to be the imme- 
diate consequence of an cnUTjirise. which, on its commence- 
ment, promised so in nob happiness to the human race. And

With tlie rhtenicians tbc Trade of India 
wai held in high estimation ; but the distant 
situation of Tyre ml .jetted them to a fa- 



rendered it desirable that they should hare 
ports on the Arabian Gulf, ami more conve- 
niently situated on the Mediterranean. Hence 
the Iduuicana were dispossessed of R/iongr- 
ber, and other places on the northern extre- 
mity of the Red Sea, and Uhiancorura was 
taken possession of on tbe Meibterranean.

riches of Ophir and of Tar- 
shish were not sufficient for tbe excessive 
expenses of Solomon. For beside tbc beavy 
tales which be levied upon his subjects, and 
the immense presents which he received 
from neighbouring kings, tbe Scripture 
teacbes at, that he carried on a very coasi* 

he in othcT plares besides Ophir and Tarshish 
and that he also established proper officers 
for the management of it. Jehosaphat, king 
of Judah, envying tbc treasure of Solomon, 
from whose race he descended, resolved to 
renew these gainful voyages of Ophir and 
Tarshish ; and for this end he prepared his 
•eels in tbe ports of Kzioiigeber Ochoriaa, 
king of Israel, offered bun at (he same time 
bis assistance fur a share of hri profit ; but 
the ships were destroyed in the harbour. 
This oriental coast of Africa, which in Solo- 
mon's time was called Ophir, soon gained 
to itself a capital trade, not only from the 
north hy the Arabian (Julf through the fre- 
quent concourse of the Puu-nkiana and He- 
brews, but also from all the eastern country, 
the Chinese, and (he Indians ; and was not 
only become a sjeueral mart, by reason of 
the rich gold mines of Sophala, but also fur 
tbe sake of those of Melunla and Mnenbasia, 
upon (he coast of Zanguebar, and several 
islands, which abound in camphor and su- 
gar; awl one among tbe rest 
unfitted hy the mmhanie for i 
and spices. Awl [ shall undcntaMy establish 
lite truth of it In a treatise which I hair Iw 
gun concerning (he navigations of Solomon, 
that the Cape of flood Hope wa» known, 
often frouueoted, and doubled, in Sob-inon's 
lime, and so it was likewise for many years 
after; and that the Portuguese, to whom 
(he glory of this di*<mery has been attri.

"Fox. a* aa orator," says Godwin, "seemed 
to come imiacinatcly (ma the forming band 
of nature. He spokr well, because be felt 
strongly and earnestly. His eloquence wan 
impetnnns an the currant of the river Rhone 
—nothing rould arrest Its tonne. His voice 
would insensibly rise ti> loo high a key ; he 
would run bimseif out of breath. Every 
tiling showed how little artifice there «u in 
his oratory. Though on all great occasions 
lie •*< throughout energetic, yet it «u by 
sudden flashes and emanations that be electri- 
sed the heart and shot through the blood of 
his bearer. 1 have seen his rrmntevjanee 
brighten up with, more than mortal ardour 
aad goodness ; I have been present when his 
voire has nsffoenied with the sudden bunting 
forth of a flood of tear* t " 

Sir James Mackintosh ban thus sketched 
the character of his Illustrious friend : " Mr. 
Fox united ia a moat ramorknhsr dnrrae, the 
seemingly repugnant characters of the mildest 
of men and the in-cut vehement of orators, la 
private life he was gentle, modest, placable, 
kind, of simple manners, and w averse from 

but even something inactive in cnavcrsatkiu. 
lib superiority sens never felt but in the 
infraction he imparted, or in tbe attention 
which hi i rrarnwt preference usually directed 
to the mare obscure members of the company. 
Tbe simplicity of his mannrrt was far from 
excluding that perfect nrbanity and amenity 
which flowed still more from the mildness of 
e, than from familiar intercourse with 
; polished society of Europe, The 
f perhaps of no man of wit, bad mi 
unlaboured na appearance, It teemed rather 
to rM-apr fnmi his mind, than to he produced 
by it. Hr had lived on tbe moat intimate terms 
with all hi* roiitrtaporarira, dwtiiuruUhed by 
wit, prdHrtw**, or phibi*i>phy j by Warning, or 
the taJrat* of public life. In the cum nf 
thirty years he bad known alunat every man 
in Kiirvpr, whose Intercourse could Mrcnsrthra, 
or enrich, or po)i»h the mind. HI* own lite- 
rature war various and ckgaut. In rl**-kal 
rradituMi, which by the custom of EngUnd is 
nhirc |>rroJiar]y called learning, bo was iuf*> 
rior to few prufeMrd scholar*. Like all men 
of jrriiliiH, he detiirbtrd to lake refect in 
poetry, fr*'tn tbe vulgarity ami irritation nf 
hu*sitc*a, Hfc» »vi vcrac* were cany and 
pkiiMaut, and might haw claimed no low 
place among those which the Franch mil em 
dV Mcie//. The poetical character of hi* nam) 
wn* displayed by hU cxtrMinlinory partiality 
fur the poetry of tbe two usost pnrtiraJ nations, 
or at least lans^iacr* nf the west, those of the 
Greeks and of tbe Italian*.. He JUllkcd poll- 
tienl conversation, and never s> tiling! y took 
any part In it. To spenk erf him Jnstly a* na 
orator, would require a long essay. Every 
where natural, he carried into public something 
of that winj.lc aad negligent extcrinr widen 



belonged to him in private. When he begun 
to speak, a common nbnerver might have 
thought him awkward ; and erven a consum- 
mate judge could only have been struck with 
the exquisite justness erf bis Ideas, and tbe 
transparent simplicity of his manners, lint 
no sooner had he spoken for some time, than 
he was changed into another being, lie for- 
got himself and every thing around bun. He 
thought only of bis subject. His genius 
warmed and be kindled aa be went on. He 
darted ore into his audienoc. Torrents of 
impetuous and irresistible eloquence swept 
along their feelings and conviction. He rer- 
taiaiy possessed above all moderns that union 
of* reason, simplicity, and vehemence, which 
formrd the prinre of orators. He was the 
most Demostbenran speaker saner the days of 
Demosthenes. * I knew faim,' says Mr. Uurkc, 
in a pamphlet written after their unhappy 
difference, * when be was nineteen ; since 
which he has risen, by slow degrees, to be the 
most brilliant and accomplished debater the 
wurid ever saw.' The quiet dignity of a 
mind roused only by great objects, the absence 
of petty bnstlr, the cemtrmpt of show, the 
abhorrence of intrigue, the pUinnrsa and 
downrigbtnens. and the thorough good natwr 
which distinguished Mr. Fox, seem to render 
him no uafit representative of the old English 
character, which, if it ever changed, wr should 
be vaaguine Indeed to expect to see it suc- 
ceeded by a better. The simpority of his 
character inspired con fid* are, the ardour of 
his e9iH|«es>re roused en th astasia, and the 
gentleness of bis manners invited friendOdp, 
' I admired,' says Mr- (Ubhoa, after describ- 
ing a day patrsed with him at Laiiftanar, 
* tar pfiwrra of a superior titan, aa they are 
htoudrd. In his attrketivr character, with all 
tar sjrftiur** sad simplicity of a child ; no hu- 
man being aw ever more free from aay taint 
rrf ssalignHy, vanity, or Meraond.* The- 
mrsttttrc* which ho supported or opposed may 
divide the opinion of posterity, a* th*y have 
dsvulrd those, of the procnt age. Bnt he 
"ill mu*d rertalnly command the unanlmosts 
rrtrrrncc id fnture gracratliia*, by hi* pure 
Mcutlmcnts toward* the euanmon wealth ; by 
bis oral for the civil and rrligkniH rights of All 
men ; by hi* liberal priia-iplc-«, mvourablc to 
mfbl gi'wrniwmt, t*» the aufrttrred exeraiar of 
the h<iaiaa farultSw, ami the progreaslra . let. 
lltathm of inaoklud ; by his nrdeat lose for a 
country, of vthir-b the well-being and greatuess 
acre, indeed, Inseparable from bis own glory ; 
and by hi* profimnd reverence for thai free 
cnustltntion whirb he scasunlictsally admitted 
to understand better than any other man of 
his age. both In an exactly legal and in a rora- 
praheitxlvi-ly philosophical sense." 

Torse- arc all highly eulogistic sketches, 
and. la many rcspraU, are twsly hutbrul to the 
talents and qualities of their subject.

d Spin in 1822, a i 
r of the nine of lturbide. by force 
ud corruption M-izrd the government, and 
(••'..1 'jlishtsl him lelf emperor by tbe title 
of Augustin I . On arriving at bu i ■ t r ui r 
power, be found that vast portion of Mex- 
ican territory east of the Rio Grande, known 
by tbe name of Texas, in the possession of 
various tribes of Indiana, who not only pre- 
vented the peopling of Texu, bat coennittrd 
in'.-cMKiit ■Jeprt-dflti'inMi an the Mexican fron- 
tier. Tbe previous Spanuib. authorities, from 
a wUh to keep the roan try entirely to them- 
pelves, had carefully prercnlrd the intrusion 
or settlement of foreigners or emigranta, 
except on a limited acate, not worth meu- 

feredTo rrsnaoTra a rtatc of nature, for the 
Spaniards were too idle to encourage any in- 
dustry, mining excepted, among themselves. 
Augusti a altered this deadening policy. He 
invited settlers fro on the United States, by 
holding forth promises of protection, liberty, 
and guaranteed civil right* ; every colonist 
was to receive 4428 acrea of Land in Texas, 
for which he was to pay thirty dollars. It 
is asserted by the Americana, that the lead- 
ing object of Augustin, in hoUiiiv mi thnr 
indnonnents, was the suppression or expul- 
sion of the savages — a result which was 
finally accomplished by tbe intrepidity of the 
emigrants from the Scales. Soon after the 
national institute or council, in l«i3. had 
sanctioned these arrangements, August™ was 
depoted from the supreme authority, and 
banished. He returned, however, from his 
exile, and was put to death. This tint set 
In the tragedy of Mexican Independence be- 
ing over, Victoria was elected president of 
tbe republic. During the whole term of 
service of Victoria, the country was torn to 
pieces by civil wars and conspiracies, and a 
great deal of blood wa» ■bed. Victoria re- 
mained president fur otdy four yrnrs, and 
General Pedrsza sras elected bis successor, 
but he was dispossessed by violence, and 
Uuerero, in 1B29. put in hi* place. Gucrcro 
was scarcely seated before Bustamente, with

Bustamente 
continued for a year or two as president or 
director, when be in turn was dispossessed 
by Santa Anna, and the country was again 
plunirjrd into civil war.

In the meanwhile, during tbe commotion* 
which agitatrd Mexico, tbe district of Texas 
— that beauttfal country which we have de- 
scribed in the two former articles — was 
silently peopling from the United States and 
other countries, but not with the fame fa- 
vour as at nru. Tbe laws relative to the 
settlement of Inimigrants were at different 
times altered, and one law in particular gave 
great annoyance to those who bad been in- 
duced to attempt the acquisition of land.

In 1H24. when 
the Mexican republic was divided Into *tau», 
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Lord North and hi* friends were at length 
compelled to resign ; hut Pitt, as hr wu not 
offered n seat in the cabinet, drcunrd taViu< 
office under Lord Rockingham, who mk- 
cc cded to the premiership. Ob the Z2d of 
Muy, he made an unsuccessful motion 
for & committer, to enquire into the state of 
the representative system. On that occasion 
hr spoke to the following import: — 

"Thr representation of the common* in 
l>*rltHiiu'iil,'' he observed, **w»s ft matter 
so truli' intcrcstine. Uiftt it hftd ftt all times 
excited thr admiration of men the most en- 
lightened ; while the defects found in it hftd 
given them reason to apprehend the most 
alarming consequences. That it had lately 
undergoue material alterationa, by which 
the commons' house of parliament had rr - 
reived an improper rind dangerous bias, he 
believed it would be idle for him to attempt 
to prove. That beautiful frame of govrrn- 
ment, which had mode us the envy and ad- 
miration of mankind, and in which the peo- 
ple were entitled to hold so distinguished a 
nharr. was vj far dwindlrd and deported 
from Its oriicina) purity, that the representa- 
tives erased in a treat degree to be con- 
nected with the people. It was not hk» in* 
tention to enter into any enquiry respectinK 
the proper mode of reform, or to consider 
what would most completely tally and square 
with the original frame of the constitution i 
this he left to a committee ; hut still he felt 
it hit duty to state some facts and circum- 
atances which, in his opinion, made this 
object of reform essentially necessary. He 
believed, indeed, that there was no member 
of that house who would not acknowledge 
that the representation was incomplete. It 
was perfectly understood that there were 
some of the boroUKfas under the influence 
of the treasury, sad others totally possessed 
by them. It was manifest that such boroughs 
had not one quality of representation in 
them. They hod no share or concern in 
the general interests of the country ; and 
they bad in fact no •take for which to ap- 
point guardians in the popnlar Assembly. 
The mlWitce of the treasury in some bo- 
rough* was also contested, not by the elec- 
tors of those boroughs, hut by some power* 
ful man. who assumed or pretended, to an 
hereditary property iu what outfit oolytu be 
the rights and privileges of the clcrtors,Thrre 
were other boroujehs, which had now in fact 
no actual existence but in the return of 
members to that bouse. Hie*/ had no ex- 
istence in property, in population, in trade, 
or in weight of any kind. Another set of 
lsuroucbs and towns claimed to themselves 
the rich! of bringing their votes to market. 
They had no other market, no other pro- 
perty, and no other stake in the country, 
than the property and price which they pro- 
cured for their votes. Surh boroughs were 
the most dongrrous of all others. So far 
front ransultinfr the interests of their country 
in the choice which they made, thrr held 
out their borough to the best purchaser; 
ami in fact some of them helnuged more to 



the nabob of Areot, than they did to the 
people of England. They were towns and 
homujehs more within the jurisdiction of the 
Cornatir, than the limit* of the empire of 
Great Britain ; and it was ft fact pretty well 
known, and generally understood, that the 
nabob of the Caruauc had no less than se- 
ven or eight members m that house. There 
waa no man in that house who possessed 
more reverence for the constitution, and 
more respect even for its vestiges, than turn, 
self. But be was afraid that the reverence 
and enthusiasm which Englishmen enter- 
tained for the constitution would, if not sud- 
denly prevented, be the means of destroying 
it t for, such was their enthusiasm, that they 
would not even remove its defects, for fear 
of touching its beauty. But so great was 
bis reverence for the beauties of that con- 
stitution, that he wiihed to remove those 
defects, as he clearly perceived that they 
were defects which altered the radical prin- 
ciples of the constitution. That a reform of 
the present parliamentary representation 
was iiidispcusahlv necoaary, waa the senti- 
ment of some or the first and greatest rha- 
rafters in the kingdom; and he should also 
observe that be well knew it to he the sen- 
timent of his much honoured father, the 
late earl of Chatham, who waa firmly of 
opinion that a reform of the representation 
waa absolutely requisite for the security of 
the liberties of the people of this country." 
He concluded with moving "that a commit- 
tee should be sp|Kjinted to inquire into the 
state of the representation in pnruunicnt, 
and to report to the house their observations 
thereon. This proposition was seconded 
by Alderman Saw bridge, and supported by 
Sir George SavihV. Mr. Fox, although then 
a minister, spoke in favor of reform : and 
instanced the county of Middlesex, which, 
he said, was so little represented, that al- 
though it contained one-eighth port of the 
whole number of the electors of Great Bri- 
tain, — although it mud one - air th port of the 
land -tax. and a full third of all other taxes, 
- yet it had not more than a fifty -fifth part 
of its representation. The motion, however, 
on a division, was rejected; hut the major- 
ity was small, for it only consisted of 49, the 
numbers being 161 to 121. 

When Lord Slielburne became premier, 
PUI— then only twenty-three years of age- 
was called to the office of chancellor of the 
exchequer; and when, in the course of a 
few months, the Coalition drove his lordship 
from office, the premiership itself was of- 
fered by the kins; to the youthful chancellor, 
but declined, Bishop Tomline praises this 
art, and regards it "as sufficient to refute 
the charge of inordinate ambition which has 
been sometimes urged ajpiiutt Mr. Pitt;" 
but it may fairly be asked whether this art 
was not one quite as much of mere prudence 
as arlf-dcmal ' What chance could he and 
his party' have had at this juncture, in re- 
sisting a coalition so powerful and indefati- 
" le as that which had just prevailed a

His traiulatinns of the Spurn* b and 
French romances, are also executed eon 
amore, and with the literary care and fidelity 
of a mere linguist. That of the Cid, In 
particular, is a master -piece. Not a word 
could he altered for the better, in the old 
style which it adopts in conformity to the 
original. It ia iw lees intern ting in itself, 
or a* a record of hiaii and chivalrous feeJuigs 
and manners, than it ia worthy of perusal as 
a literary curiosity. Mr. Southey s conver- 
sation has a little rearm bia ace to a common- 
place bouk ; his habitual deportment to a 
piece of clock -work. He ia not remarkable 
either aa a rausoner or aa an observer : bnt 
he is quick, unaffected, replete with anecdote, 
rarious and retentive in his rending, and ex- 
tremely happy in bis play upon words, aa 
most scholar* are who give their minds this 
sportive turn; We have chieny seen Mr. 
Soother in society where few people appear 
to advantage, we mean in that of Mr. Cole- 
ridge. He baa not certainly the same range 
of •pccnbiUon, nor the same flow of sound- 
ing word* ; Imt he make* up by the details 
of knowledge, and by a emlpulowa correct- 
ness uf statement, for what he waiite in on- 
ginalityvf thought, or impetuous uWiama- 
ttoa. The tones of Mr, Coleridge's voice are 
eloquence ; thow of Mr. Southey are meagre, 
shrill, and dry, Mr. Coleridge's forte b 
conversation, and be is conscious of this : 
Mr. Southey evidently considers writing aa 
his ft run a hold, and, if gravelled in an argu- 
ment, refers to something he baa written on 
the subject, or brings out his portfolio, dou- 
bled down in dog -cars, in confirmation of 
some fact. 

He ia scholastic and professional in his 
ideas. He aria more value on what he writes 
than on what he says. He is, perhaps, 
prouder uf his library than of his own pro- 
duction* — themselves a library '. He iamore 
simple in his manner* than bia friend Mr. 
Coleridge | but at the same time leas cordial 



or conciliating. He ia lean rain, or has less 
bope of pleasing, and therefoee lays himself 
leas oat lu please, lucre ia an air of eonde- 
scenston in his civility. With a tall loose 
figure, a peaked austerity of countenance, 
and no inrri nation to embonpoint, you would 
■ay he wa_i lorm-thing [.untutucal. sometimes 
ascetic in his appearance. He answers to 
Mandevillc's description of Addison, 1 a par- 
son in a tie-wig.' He is not a boon com- 
panion, nor does be indulge in the pleasures 
of the table, nor In any other vice ; nor are 
we aware that Mr. Southey is chargeable 
with any human frailty hut— want of charity ! 
Having fewer errors to plead guilty to, he Is 
less lenient to those of others. He was bom 
an age too late. Had he lived a century or 
two sjro, be would Itav*. beeai a happy as well 
as blameless character. But the diMraction 
of the time has unsettled him, and the mul- 
tiplicity of bis pretensions have jostled with 
each other. No man in our day (at least no 
man uf genius \ has led so uniformly and en* 
tirely the life of a scholar from boyhood to 
the present hour, devoting hinifrlf to learn* 
ing with the enthusiasm of an early love, 
with thr mi.-.-tr nty find ruTn-tancy of a religi- 
ous vow — and well would it have been for bun 
if he had confined himself to this, an.-:! not 
undertaked to pull down or to patch up the 
State ! However irregular in bis opinions, 
Mr. Southey is constant, unremitting, me- 
chanical in his studies, and in the perform- 
ance of his duties. Tliere is nothing Pindaric 
or Sbandenn here. In all the relations and 
charities <»f private lire, he la correct, exem- 
plary, cenerous, just. We never heard a Min- 
gle impropriety laid to hia charge ; and if he 
has many enemies, few men e*fl boSS)t more 
numerous and stauncher friends, 

The variety and piquancy of hia writing* 
form a striking contrast to the mode in which 
they are prodisord. He rises early, and 
writes or rends till near break fast time. Hs 
writes or reads after breakfast till dinner, 
after dinner till tea, and from tea till bed- 
time. Study serves him for business, exrr* 
rise, recre a tion. He osiers from verse to 
prose, from history to poetry, from rending 
to writing, by a stop-watch. He writes a 
fair hand, without biota, sitting upright in 
bis elude, leaves off when he comes to the 
bottom of the page, and changes the subject 
for another, aa opposite aa the antipodes. 
He* mind Is, after all, rather tit* recipient 
and transmitter of knowledge than the origi- 
nator uf it. He lias hardly grasp «f thought 
enough to arrive at any great sending truth. 
His pswWn* do not amount to more than 
irritability. With Mime gall in his pen, and 
coldness in hia manner, be has a great deal of 
kindness in his heart. Rash l» hts opinions, 
be is steady in hi* attachment*— and is a man 
in many particulars admirable, in all respec- 
table -hia political uiconmeteney alone ex- 
cepted I 

Such is the homage that even 4 politics! aa 
well aa a rritioxl opponent of Kobert Southey 
found himself constrained to nay to his ex- 
emplary and irreproachable private charac- 
ter — to his good and cuileless beurt.
